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REMARKS 

1. Claim objections and rejection of claims 1-16 under 35 U.S.C. 
112/ second paragraph : 

5 

The Examiner' s suggestions for claims 1 and 9 regarding "to 
provide a common output" and "body of each main pass transistor 
of the first and second pumping units" have been adopted. 

10 The method of claim 1 relates to operating a dual pumping circuit 
that has one or more stages ( first , second, third, etc) . So, in 
claim 1, the phrase "the method for the first stage of the dual 
pumping circuit comprising:" was meant to introduce the steps 
performed for the first stage. For clarification, this has been 

15 amended to "the method comprising, for a first stage:" meaning 
that the recited steps are limited to being performed on the first 
stage (or only stage) . 

Claims 2 and 3 are meant to further limit how subsequent stages 
20 (second, third, etc) are controlled. Thus, the amendments of the 
transitional phrases to recite: 

"2. The method in claim 1 further comprising, for each even stage 
of the dual pumping circuit:"

"3. The method in claim 2 further comprising, for each odd stage 
of the dual pumping circuit except the first stage:"

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The applicant asserts that claim 3 now further limits claim 2 
by reciting additional steps for odd stages other than the first 
stage r and that claim 2 now further limits claim 1 in a similar 
way*

The applicant also asserts that these amendments introduce no 
new matter and should not affect the conditional allowability 
of claims 1-16- 

10 Claim 5 is amended to recite "comprises". 

Claim 10 is amended to recite "comprising". 

In addition, claims 2 and 3 are amended to revise instances of 
15 "being kept off" to "off" so as to make grammatical sense with 
the recited "rendering" action. No new matter is entered. 

Withdrawal of these objections and rejections and allowance of 
claims 1-16 is. respectfully requested.
